Since being paroled in 1932 Less­ 
ner has tried desperately to resume 
the life of a respectable citizen, ac­ 
cording to his lawyer, Morton W it- 
kin. But, he was a killer. And the 
world would have none of him. So, 
crime was th e only m ethod by which 
he could gain livelihood, W itkin told 
the judge, adding: 
“He has reported faithfully to me 
every m onth during his parole and 
I have tried for years to get him a 
job. No one would handle him even 
though he was anxious to work and 
be a decent citizen.” 
Judge Lewis sentenced the m an to 
18 m onths for the jewel theft and 
decreed he m ust serve out seven 
more years, the balance of his sen­ 
tence for m urder.

TEXAS TO HAVE CENTENNIAL 
Next year Texas will celebrate the 100th anniversary oi its decla­ 
ration of independence, which was signed March 2, 1836, during the 
short war which resulted in freedom from Mexican rule. 
An exposi­ 
tion commemorating the event will be held in Dallas. 
When Mexico secured its independence from Spam in 1821. Texas 
was Mexican territory, but was being rapidly colonized by settlers from 
the United States. 
This colonization was not looked upon with favoi 
by the Mexican government, and drastic laws were passed, against which 
the American pioneers rebelled. 
Principal battles of the war which followed were the siege and 
slaughter of the entire garrison of the Alamo at San Antonio in Februaiy, 
1836. by the Mexicans under their president, Santa Anna, and the battle 
of San Jacinto on April 21 of the sam e year, in which Santa Anna was 
defeated and taken prisoner by the Texans under General Sam Houston. 
In September, 1836, a constitution for the Republic of Texas was 
adopted and Sam Houston became president. 
The stale was admitted 
as one of the United States in 1845. 
Dallas was chosen as the centennial city over Houston and San 
Antonio, having offered greater inducements, including a fair site 
and $3.500,000. The state and federal governments are expected to fur- 
msh $5.000,000 each for the exposition.

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Honest Teaching 
Of Governmental 
Problems Urged 


Dr. Howard Wilson Of Har­ 
vard Urges Proper Teach­ 
ing In Public Schools 


AGAINST REVOLUTION 
IN TALK TO ROTARY 


Combining progressive ideals in 
government with a down to cart i 
practicality, Dr. Howard Wilson of 
Harvard university addressed the 
Rotary club on M onday a t noon up­ 
on, the .subject of “Education for 
Citizenship”. 
His talk might be 
.summed up as a combination of the 
ideals of a “braintruster” presented 
b- one who realizes that evolution 
ta th e r th an revolution Will bring the 
ideals to realization. 
“C itizenship goes far beyond poli­ 
tic. •/’ said Dr. Wilson, “and educa­ 
tion for citizenship is net confined 
to the schools. 
Schools can influ­ 
ence people in a small way, but all 
of the agencies of adult life have 
their part.” 
‘‘Government Is a social problem 
rather than a narrow political, cere- 
monialized institution. 
To educate 
for citizenship we must get down un­ 
derneath the ceremony, down under­ 
neath the addresses of statesmen, or 
the meetings of legislative bodies. 
If we are going to teach government 
in schools then wre should let the 
student look at the committee func­ 
tions, we should teach them more 
about the financial problems of the 
government, of the need for intelli­ 
gent systems of taxation. 
“If we expect government to take 


on more functions then we must ex­ 
pect more taxes, and pupils should 
be taught the need for taxaiicn sys­ 
tems that are sound. The difficul­ 
ty with our present method of gov­ 
ernm ent is that our schools teach 
too much loyalty to political institu­ 
tions. If government is to be effi­ 
cient we must look at it in a broader 
sense. 
•‘I do not believe in radical changes 
in government. Certainly revolution 
is not the way to get better govern­ 
ment. 
But we must instil in our 
students a proper knowledge of gov­ 
ernment if we expect to improve it. 
The difficulty seems to be that 
teachers in the elementary schools 
are afraid to teach corruption in 
politics. This is understandable for 
the reason th at they want their stu­ 
dents to be idealistic and for the 
further reason th at such teaching 
may meet with opposition from the 
parents in some cases. 
W hat hap­ 
pens is this: The pupil goes from 
th.3 elementary schools to the col­ 
leges and there meets some scintil­ 
lating young debunker who imbues 
the students with an idea th at all 
politics are crooked. They are not. 
but there is sufficient corruption in 
politics to w arrant an honest look 
at conditions.” 
Dr. Wilson pleaded for a system 
of instruction where educators who 
are qualified to teach government 
would teach it honestly and intelli­ 
gently towards the end that the on­ 
coming 
generations 
may 
discard 
what is bad and introduce practices 
that are honest and sound and effi­ 
cient.
